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Summer Camp 
Proposed for 
Band Members 

Establishment of a summer band 
camp for members of Antioch's High 
School's band has been proposed 
by Joseph Rush, head of ATHS 
music department. 

Appearing before members of the 
board of education at their monthly 
meeting Nov. 16 at the high school, 
Rush proposed the band camp pro- 
gram as a means of concentrating 
summer band practice into a one- 
week period immediately prior to 
the fall semester.

Woodlots used for pasture for live- 
stock produce a small amount of 
forage of very low quality. It takes 
from 16 to 40 acres of woodlot pas- 
ture to produce the amount of for- 
age equal to one acre of good alfalfa- 
bromegrass. The woodlot pasture 
is low in protein and high in fiber. 
There is a good chance that many 
of the plants will be of a poisonous 
nature or will cause "off-flavors" 
in milk. 

Besides the fact that the woodlot 
pasture is not good for livestock, 
it can also be said that livestock is 
not good for the woodlot. The cat- 
tle trample the tree roots and re- 
duce the ground cover, thereby leav- 
ing the soil surface open to erosion. 

If the soil in the woodlot is capa- 
ble of growing good pasture, clear- 
ing it for cropland would seem to 
be good practice. If the soil is only 
good for woodlots, then cattle should 
be removed from the woodlot.

Anyone who intends to order trees, 
from the /state nurseries should con-] 
tact a farm forester, county farm 
adviser or a county ^Soll Conaerva-j 
tlon office to obtain an order blank 
and price llsV Orders should ^be 
mailed to the State Forester, Depart- 
ment of Conservation, State Office 
Building; Springfield. 

The minimum acceptable order Is 
for 500 trees. Each species must 
be ordered in lots of even hundreds. 

Multlflora rose bought from the 
state nurseries Is planted to serve 
as living fences and farm game 
cover. Trees are planted to con- 
trol soil erosion, for Christmas trees, 
and other woodland products, and 
for field shelter belts and watershed 
protection. They may not be pur- 
chased for ornamental planting 
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around dwellings or 1 or windbreak* 
around farmsteads.

Blanks Available 

Application blanks are available 
at the county agent's office, Keno- 
sha, for ordering shrubs to be used 
in wildlife plantings, Leland Smith, 
Kenosha County horticultural agent, 
has announced. These shrubs pro- 
vide food and cover for the many 
birds and animals. The shrubs are 
planted along fences, streams and 
ditch banks, in windbreaks, and the 
odd unused corners of farms. 

There is federal cost-sharing 
available to the landowner for the 
planting of shrubs. However, the 
owner must first sign up at the A. 
S. C. -office in the courthouse, Smith 
said. 

Cost of the shrubs ranges from 
$7.50 per thousand for multiflora 
roses to $.12.50 per thousand for 
shrubs. These shrubs can not be 
used for ornamental or landscaping 
purposes. 

The shrubs listed are bittersweet, 
blackhaw, buffaloberry, wild grape, 
honeysuckle, mixed crab, silky 
dogwood, wayfaring tree, lilac, nine- 
bark and multiflora rose.
